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Harvesting Dooly Potatoes. 
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CURRANTS. 


The Currant plants I offer are only medium 
in size, as they were transplanted last Spring, 
and the dry weather shortened their growth. 


I have made quite a specialty of growing 
Currants for market, and testing varieties for 
25 years and am now giving you the benefit 
of my experience. 

The three varieties listed below I have found 
to be the best of all I have tested. 

They are propagated from my young bear- 
ing plantation of several acres, which bore its 
first crop last season. 

RED CROSS.—A fitting mate of fine qual- 
ity to Prince Albert. Vigorous and produc- 
tive of fine, large fruit. 

PRESIDENT WILDER.—This is by many 
considered the best large Currant, but does 
not make as strong a bush when young, as 
Red Cross. 

VICTORIA. — Makes an immense bush 
which bears large quantities of handsome, me- 
dium sized fruit, which will hang on the 
bushes for a long time, and I find that the 
late currants bring the best prices. 

I have picked thirteen quarts from a single 
bush of this variety. 


SEED POTATOES. 


I desire to call special attention to my fine 
stock of seed potatoes. 

I do not grow a long list of varieties, eack 
a little better than anything else, but have 
selected those which I have found to be 
money makers and devoted my attention to 
improving them and discarded inferior var- 
ieties. 

My seed crop was planted in June and July 
on sandy loam soil, which had not grown po- 
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tatoes for several years, and are similar and 
equal to the Southern second crop seed, but 
larger. 

They are very smooth and sound and will 
keep later in Spring without sprouting, and 
throw out a more vigorous sprout when 
planted, than seed grown in the usual way. 

They were sprayed five times with Bordeaux 
mixture, which kept them healthy and free 
from blight or other diseases, which would 
impair their value for seed purposes. 

My Carman seed potatoes contaii an occa- 
sional tuber of Sir Walter Raleigh and Rural, 
but this does not injure them for market, as 
these varieties are very similar in appearance 
and cooking qualities. 


CARMAN.—This has for years been our 
main market variety, and I still consider it 
the best main crop market potato grown ex- 
cept the Dooly, which I consider superior

SIR WALTER RALEIGH.—Of the same 
type as Carman, perhaps a little better qual- 
ity. A favorite with many. 


DOOLY.—I- have for many years been 
growing the Rural and Carman, and the Sir 
Walter Raleigh, as my best market varieties. 

Like other good things, they have their 
faults, however. 

Their quality is not the best, and they do 
not set enough tubers, and in rich soil they 
grow too large. 

In the Dooly these faults are all overcome. 

I find Dooly of better quality than those old 
standard sorts, more productive, and not so 
apt £0, De: Overerown: 

Its appearance is very similar to that of 
Catiman sande RUG excepunbiatibe 1SeaimlOne 
netted.
